Podcast Intro: 


Starlin: Hello and welcome to the road to spanish, your podcast to learn to 
speak spanish, My name is starlin and today we will learn how to introduce 
yourself in spanish as well as some basic greetings, and | am here with Massiel, 
a professional spanish teacher with more than 2 years of experience teaching 
spanish and she will be hosting the podcast with me to help you achieve your 
goal of learning spanish. Hola massiel, ¿cómo estas? 


Massiel: Estoy muy bien y tu como estas Starlin? 


Starlin: Excelente. In case you did not understand the expressions massiel | 
used just now in spanish, let me help you. | asked massiel how she is,Como 

estas? and she said very good thanks, Estoy muy bien gracias, and then she 
asked me and you, Y tu? and | said excellente, excellent. 


Now, let’s do a role play so that we can explain the different expressions and 
words used in a conversation where you have to introduce yourself or you are 
meeting someone for the first time. 


Massiel: Excellent, let 's listen to the conversation and Remember to listen 
carefully. 


Transition: 


Starlin: Hola, me llamo Juan. 

Massiel: Hola, Juan équé tal? 

Starlin: Todo bien. y TU? 

Massiel: MUY BIEN. 

Starlin: ¿Cómo te llamas? 

Massiel: Me llamo maria. 

Starlin :¿De donde eres Maria? 

Massiel: Soy de Mexico. ¿Y tu? De donde eres? 
Starlin: Soy de Republica Dominicana. 

Massiel: ¿Y donde vives? ¿Vives en Republica Dominicana? 
Starlin:No, yo vivo en Estados Unidos. 


Transition: 


Massiel: Esa fue la conversación. That was the conversation! NOW let’s go 
ahead and read the conversation and explain the vocabulary so YOU CAN 
learn the expressions for introduction in spanish. 


Starlin: That’s a good idea, Massiel. | am going to start with the first sentence: 


The conversation starts with Juan saying: 


Starlin: Hola, me llamo Juan. Repeat after me, Hola me llamo Juan. That 
translates to Hello, | am Juan. So if you want to say your name in spanish to 
introduce yourself you can say: Me llamo and then your name, example, if your 
name is Mike you can say, Me llamo MIKE. 


Massiel: The second sentence says: Hola Juan, ¿qué tal? repeat after me, Hola, 
Juan qué tal? This translates to Hi, Juan, how are you? Note that the phrase 
que tal translates to How are you, que tal is more informal compared to como 
estas that would be the exact translation. 


Starlin: The conversation continues with Juan saying: Todo bien. Y como te 
llamas? Repeat after me: Todo bien, y ¿cómo te llamas? This translates to All 
good, and what is your name? Todo bien is a common way of answering the 
question que tal and COMO TE LLAMAS is A VERY COMMON WAY of asking for 
someone's name in Spanish so, if | ask you, Como te llamas? and your name is 
MIKE, you can say, me llamo mike. 


Massiel: Then Maria responded and said, Me llamo MARIA, repeat after me, 
me llamo Maria, that translates to my name is Maria as you may already know. 


Starlin: Then the conversation continues with Juan saying, De donde eres 
maria? Repeat after me, De donde eres maria? That translates to Where are 
you from Maria? 


Massiel: And Maria said, soy de mexico y tu de donde eres? Repeat after me, 
Soy de mexico y tu donde eres? That translates to, | am from Mexico and you? 
Where are you from? Soy, is the same as | am in english and “De” is the same 
as from, so if you are asked “De” donde eres? You can say soy de USA for 
example. 


Starlin: And Juan answered the question and said: Soy de Republica 
Dominicana, repeat after me, soy de republica dominicana. That translated to | 
am from dominican republic. 


Massiel: And then Maria said, ¿Y donde vives? ¿Vives en Republica 
Dominicana? repeat after me, ¿Y donde vives? ¿Vives en Republica 
Dominicana? So that translates to where do you live?Do you live in Dominican 
republic? 


Starlin: Lastly, Juan answered and said: No, yo vivo en los Estados Unidos. 
Repeat after me: No, yo vivo en los Estados Unidos. That translates to, No, | live 
in the USA, NOTE that he said no, because he is answering Maria's question 
where she asked if he lives in the Dominican republic. 


Beep: 


Starlin: | hope you catched many of the words and phrases used in the 
conversation. Now let’s test how much you learn by listening to the 
conversation again. What do you think Massiel ? 


Massiel: Let’s do it, | am sure you guys are going to understand more now. 
Before listening to the conversation again, | want to ask you to try to do 
shadows with us, try to repeat the sentences along with Juan and Maria. 
Escuchemos: 


Transition: 


Hola, me llamo Juan. 

Hola, Juan équé tal? 

Todo bien. y ¿Cómo te llamas? 

Me llamo Maria. 

éDe donde eres Maria? 

Soy de Mexico. ¿Y tu? De donde eres? 

Soy de Republica Dominicana. 

éY donde vives? éVives en Republica Dominicana? 
No, yo vivo en Estados Unidos.
